1.  All  entrifs  must  bo  made  on  printed 
forms   wliich  m;iy  be  obtained  of  the  Se- 
cretary of  tlie  Council  of  A<j;riculture,  tlie 
Pocretiiry  of  the  Board  of  Arts  and  Manu- 
faciures   or   of  ull    County    Agiiculh 
SoeietieH,  Tree  of  ch!irf,'c.    Tiieso  lbrm;i  t. 
to  bo  filleil  up  and  si!i,ned  by  the  exhibitJi', 
cnclosinji  a  dolhir  for  Entrance  foe,  and 
Hont  to  Momtrcid  to  the   Hecreliry  of  the 
Oouncil  of  Agriculture  fur  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  for  the  Af:;ricultural  Oepartmc.t 
or  to  thcSecrctaiy  of  the  Board  of  /Vrts  and 
ManufacturcH,   for  the   Inil"strial    Depart^- 
men*  previous  to  or  on  the  following'  namci 
datcH : — 

Jforncs,  Cuttle,  Sheep,  Su:ine,  Poiilfn/. 

2.  Entries  in  these  clas.ses  must  be  made 
by  forwarding  iiio  entry  form,  as  above 
mentioned,  filled  up,  entrance  lee  enclosed, 
on  or  before  Saturday,  Aujmst  2t)tli,  two 
weeks  before  the  exhibitioa, 

3.  In  the  classes  of  Blood  Horses  and 
pure  bred  cattle  full  pedigrees,  properly 
certified,  must  accompany  the  entry.  No 
animals  will  bo  allowed  lo  compete  as  pure 
bred  unless  they  possess  regular  Stud  or 
Herd  Book  pedigrees,  or  satisfactory  evi- 
dence be  produced  that  they  are  directly 
descended  from  such  stock.  In  the  class 
of  Durham  and  AyiNhire  cattle  particu- 
larly, no  animal  will  be  entered  ft'  '^•ompc- 
tition  unless  the  pedigree  of  the  same  be 
first  inserted  in  the  English,  American  or 
Canadian  Herd  Book.  No  animal  will  be 
allowed  to  compete  in  more  than  one  sec- 
tion. 

4.  Grain,  Field  Itools,  and  othrr  Farm 
Proaacts.  Agricultural  Implements,  Ma- 
chineri/,  and  articles  generalli/,  must  be 
entered  previous  to  or  on  Saturday  Sep- 
tember 2nd,  one  week  preceding  the  exhi- 
bition. 

5.  Exhibiters  arc  particularly  requested 
to  take  notice  that  it  is  essential  that  the 
ontries  be  made  at  the  dates  above  men- 


tioned A/tcr  tlies''  dates  for  the  respective 
classes,  no  e  itry  will  be  received  as  the 
Business  offices  will  be  transfered  to  Que 
bee.  The  entry  paper  anv.  >iubscription 
money  will  be  returned  to  any  person  for- 
waruingthem. 

'j  In  the  live  stock  clashes,  thr  entry 
must  in  jvery  instance  be  made  in  tho 
name  of  the  Itonil  Jide  owner  ,  anJ  unless 
tliis  <"nlo,  be  observed  no  premium  will  be 
awar^'ed,  or  if  awarded  will  be  ,  "  '^held. 

7.  In  all  the  other  classes,  ep'-i  must 
be  made  in  the  name  of  the  .  o/.'jccrs  or 
manufacturers  ohly,  and !y such  producers 
them.'<clves  in  person,  or  tlicir  agents  duly 
authorized,  such  agents  paying  one  dollar 
oiitranco  fee  for  each  agency.  If  any  person 
shall  enter  an  article  for  exhibition  as  pro- 
duced or  manufactured  by  himself,  when  it 
lias  not  really  been  so,  he  shall  forfeit  any 
premium  which  may  be  awarded  the  article. 

8.  In  all  the  departments  tho  competi- 
tion is  open  to  exhibitors  from  yny  part  of 
the  world. 

(J.  On  the  entry  of  each  animal  or  arti- 
cle, a  card  will  be  furnished  the  exhibitor^ 
specifying  the  class,  the  .section,  and  tho 
number  of  the  entiy,  which  card  must  re- 
main avtached  to  such  animal  or  article 
during  t'uO  exibition. 

10.  Implements   and  Machinery   exhi- 
bited mast  be  labelled  witii  the  name  o 
the  exhibiter,  name  of  the  machine,  its  us 
and  the  retail  price,  and  they  are  rcriuire 
to  be  the  same  in  construction    .fld  finish 
a.s  tho.se   ordinarily   sold ;  not  specimens 
got  up  for  exhibition. 

EXHIBITERS. 

11.  All  articles  for  <^vhibition  must  bft 
on  the  grounds  on  K  nday,  September 
11th,  except  live  stock,  which  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  tho  ground  till  10  A.  M.,  on 
Tue.';day  morning  at  which  hoar  the  gates 
will  be  closed.

I :.'.  Exhibiter.s  must  provide  tor  the  deli-

-round — Tiie  Council  of  Agriculture  or  tlie 
iJourd  of  Arts  cinnot  in  any  case  make  pro- 
vision for  their  transportation,  orbe  subject- 
ed to  any  expense  tliereiore.  either  in  their 
delivery  at  or  returr.  from  tlio  grounds ;  all 
the  expenses  connected  therewith  must  be 
provided  for  by  the  exhibiters  themselves. 

i:?.  Exhibiters  will  at  times  give  the 
necessary  personal  attention  to  whatever 
they  niiiy  have  on  exhibition,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  exliibition  tak'' entire  charge 
of  the  same. 

1-4.  The  competing  stock  will  be  distiu- 
-uishid  by  numbers,  and  the  owner's  name 
must  not  be  exhibited  on  any  card  or  other- 
wise till  the  premiums  are  awarded  when 
on  application  to  the  Secretary,  exhibitors 
will  receive  cards  on  which  tliey  may  write 
their  names,  residences  and  other  details 
they  may  wish  to  post  upon  the  stalls. 

15.  No  articles  or  stock  exhibited  will 
be  allowed  to  be  removed  from  the  grounds 
tilltheclo.se  of  the  exhibition,  Friday  at 
noon,  under  the  penalty  of  losinu  the 
premiums.

no  payment  for  the  value  thereof  .«hall  be 
made. 

Steamboats  and  Railroads. 

17.  Arrangements  will  be  made  with, 
steamlioat  and  railroad  proprietors  for  car- 
rviii'j;  articles  and  passengers  at  reduced 
rates, 

1 8.  Arrangxuiients  will  also  be  made  with 
the  Customs  Department  for  the  free  entry 
of  articles  f(n-  competition. 

Admission  to  the  Grounds.
